The beginning of the visible eclipse 
will take place at 9 : 45 . and Itoni that 
time the circular shadow of Ihe earth 
will occupy more and more of the sur- 
face ol the moon until at 1 1 :c 6 the 
eclipse will liccome total. The mid- 
dle ul the total eclipse is flgiircil to 
occur at I r 156 , and at 12:47 the edge 
of the satellite will he agiiln visible. 
From that lime the moon will gradu- 
ally come more into plain view until 
> :SS. when its round lace will be once 
more uncovere*!.
